Brockville, Sept., 30.—It was re- 
ported early Monday morning, that 
the body of one of the victims ofsthe 
wreck of th steamer Waffle had been 
picked up ‘off Oswego, but no of- 
ficlal report was received. 

A despatch from Oswego says: 
Waffle wreckage floated up the lake: - 
shore, including timbers and three 
mattresses. It is now generally be- 
lieved that the boat went down only 
a short distance in the lake. 

Some of the marines cling to the 
oxplosion theory. from the way the 
wreckage has been washed ashore, 
and from the fact that her small 
boats have not been found. Several 
broken davits floated ashore, and an 
axe, still fastened to a piece of wood, 
where it hung, was also salvaged. 
Several oars and a rudder of one of 
the life boats have been found op the 
shore. There were two life boats on 
the steamer, and what has become 
of them is a mystery. Several more 
life preservers have been found. Fred 
Roberts found her steering wheel and 
about 100 feet of chain. most of the 
wreckage was found between Burt's 
Point and Beach Oswego.

THE CORE OF IT 


The clock has struck the hour 
that calls the steel workers of the 
United States to lay down their tools 
as an act of protest against:the pol- 
iqy of the steel manufacturers, that 
denies them the principle of collec- 
tive bargaining. through their own 
chosen representatives, under the 
system practiced by the Internation- 
al unions that are working co-ordin- 
ately under the protection and guid- 
ance of the American Federation of 
Labor. ; 

Many long years have the steel 
workers of the United States suffer- 
ed and endured from an industrial 
policy that denles them any voice 
in determining what the conditions 
of their Ilves;shall be, especially that 
part of it which vitally affects every 
other part of their existence, their 
jobs. 

Their labor has been kept on a 
lower bzesia than the inanimate ma- 
terial that the workers shape into 
useful articles. The manufacturer 
in buying raw material has to go in- 
to the market and pay the price call- 
ed for. The steel workers are not 
thus favored in the determination 
of thejr wages, hours of toll and 
working conditions. They nave had 
to work under the absolute “take 
what {fs offered, and if you don’t 
like it you car quit" policy. 

The stéel manufacturers say to 
their employees through the prac- 
tice of such a policy of management. 
yes, we are organized, we have put 
our business fn the hands of our com- 
petent managerial representatives. 
We do this because ft pays and be- 
cause we have the power to do so, 
but you workers must not organize 
must not put your industrial affairs 
in the hands of trade union repre- 
sentatives, because it interferes 
with our pecuniary interests and 
our blood and fron policy of hiring 
whom we please and absolutely dic- 
tating what wages shall be pald, 
hours worked and conditions of em- 
ployment imposed. 

The steel workers’ object fn en- 
tering the present struggle ‘s to 
have the steel manufacturers re- 
cede from such an arbitrary and un- 
dearable system of managing their 
employees, who are feeling the deg- 
radation of it more every day. They 
see workmen in other industries. re- 
ceiving the recognition afforded them 
through ‘their respective trade un- 
ions and by the presentation of rea- 
sonable deductions “and ‘facts are 
continually raising the standarda of 
Uving and gaining the respect of. all 
classes of xoclety. They have come 
to the point when they feel that they 
must have the same recognition and 
Place among ‘their. fellow workmen 
and fellow townsmen. 

They are tired of being treated asj 
Slaves or worse, as dumb driven ant 
mals. They long for the time when 


they will be treated as Americans|_ 


and not subjected to being watched 
by company policemen (bulls) hay- 
ing every word they utter and every- 
where they go reported to the com-

OLD-TIME PROJECT OF DAM- 
MING BELLE ISLE STRAITS 
IS REVIVED 


Interest of British Capital Ix Arous- 
ed, Ottawa Now Hearx . 


Ottawa.—Those 
who are-past the first flush of their 
youth may remember when the plan 
originated to dam the straits of Belle 
Isle between ‘Newfoundland and 
Labrador. It was certainly a good 
many years ago, although the pro- 
ject has been mooted several times 
since, and the transactions of the 
geographical societies of the world 
contain frequent ‘reference to it. It 
ig nearly twenty, years since the pro- 
posal was last put forward; and most 
of us had long since abandoned the 
hope of eating oranges grown in No- 
va Scotia, which was one of the 


extolls*'+ some, blessings to flow from this proposal 


to shift the arctic current, bring the 
Gulf Stream Into line where it would 
be useful to us, and generally revo- 
lutionize the climate of north Am- 
erica. What might happen thereby 
to those lands now warmed by the 
gentle radiance of that stream {s an- 
other matter. Let them go on keep- 
ing the home fires burning; us for 
the cheap heat brought by.the ,Gulf 
Stream all the way from the shores 
of Mexico. 

The project is revived once more, 
and this time it has behind it men 
of undoubted standing both in Gt.

Reasons, Flimsy ~~ 


The reasons urged in support of 
the petition are often “extremely 
flimsy. In one of the divorce cases 
I heard the petitioning husband sald 
his wife did not cook well enough: 
in “another case the huebend sald 
his wife stayed too long in bed in 
the morning, thus neglecting the 
house and the children. 

Most of the petitioners are mid- 
dle-aged or elderly men. The ex- 
planation {fs simple and unpleasant.

G.W.V.A. Disassociate 
Themselves From Flynn 


Strong “Statements Made Before 
Soldiers’ Civil ““Re-establishment 
Parliamentary Committee, 

The ill-founded and sensational 
statements made before the above 
committee by ‘John Harry * Francis 
Flynn, the Toronto agitator, have 
met with a sharp repudiation — at 
the hands of Mr. MacNeil and Capt. 
Wheeler. A press report of ‘their 
evidence_at Ottawa says,— 

Mr. MbcNeil, In the course of a 
strong speech, referred to Mr. 
Flynn fn the following language: 
“As returned soldiers representing 
returned soldiers in Canada in a 
responsible, manner, we desire to 
disassociate ourselves entirely from 
the statements made by Mr. Flynn, 
which seriously reflect upon British 
institutions and sense of fair play, 
and are not in accord with the 
ideals for which Canada's citizen 
soldiers have served and now seek 
to maintain.

“After so many men had left 
for'the front, very few skilled work- 
men were Jett in the cities. At once 
they saw their opportunity to make 
more money, so they demanded 
higher wages and got 'them because 
no others could be found to fill 
their places. “They. began to ‘covet 
the wealth, lelsure and luxuries of 
those in high social positions, They 


became more and more’ greedy and 
extravagant and demanded higher 


wages until their employers refused 
them. ‘Then they went on strike 
for days and months at a time until 
their union leaders sald they might 
go back’ to work. Today the work- 
men do not intend or expect to go 
back_to their old standard of living 
nor to produce as much as before. 

“Thus the production of manu- 
factured’ articles is hindered and 
during strike holidays‘ stopped alto- 
gether. So up goes the price of tea, 
coffee, sugar flour, machinery, 
cereals, coal, oils etc. 

“Now are‘the farmers to blame 
for the High Cost of /Living? No. 
They try to produce as much as 
possible with the afd of school -boys 
and girls. Owing to great demand 
they receive a higher price for ‘their 
produce but pay out exhorbitant 
Drices for new machinery - made by 
city workmen, for repairs, for hired 
help. Then the government urged 
them to raise more “cattle, hogs, 
bans, grain, etc., at a great expense. 
Then, when these prices ‘want down 
it was often a loss to the farmer. 
Then weather and soll conditions 
were not always favourable which 
caused 8 loss of production. Many 
clty people claim that ‘the farmers 
are profitecring. But after tn- 
vestigation of the profits and ex- 
Denses on large farms the govern- 
ment found this was not true. 

Now are the large trusts and 
combine of the rich men profiteer- 
ing? At thelr union meetings they 
Plan more economical 
Production. This should lower the 
cost of things. But they agree to 
buy the raw material from- the 
farmers and small mantfactorers at 
a low price and sellit to the city 
consumer at certain large stated 
profits, 

“Such profiteering as this should 

be stopped. But what can a govern- 
rer do when “Everybody's doing 
t" 
+ “Today everyone {s trying to take 
as much advantage -of ‘everybody 
elso as he can—to make as much 
money ashe can, to work as few 
hours per day as he can; to have as 
much leisure time as he can; to 
have as grand homes and cars as 
he can; and to have as much plea- 
sure as he can, : 

“So we must all suffer the punish- 
ment for this greed, the loss of an 
opportunity to sell our farm and 
factory products in foreign mar- 
kets. 

“Since the farmers are producers 
of raw materials and work’ the 
longes: hours per day, and as we 
have proved are not the profiteers, 
then let the farming  cémmunitles 
be well represented in’ parliament.

The law’ says, “The words 
‘authorized vendor’ mean a person 
authorized by the Lieutenant-Gorer- 
nor in Council to keep for’ sale and 
sell such ‘wines as‘ are, required ‘ex- 
clusively sacramental ‘purposes, and 
such intoxicating Mquors as are re 
quired for ‘exclusively medicinal, 
mechanical, industrial, scientific or 
artistic purposes, In accordance with 
and as permitted by the Quebec Pro- 
hibition Law.” The law also says 
that any person “guilty of an infrac- 
tion of the Quebec prohibition Law 
shall. be Hable, in addition. to’ the 
reyment of costs,for the first offence, 
to.a fine of not‘less than one hund- 
red dollars nor more than three hun- 
dred dollars, and, in default of pay- 
ment of such fine and costs, to im- 
prisonment' in the common jail for 
three months; for a second offence, 
to a finé’of not less than three hun- 
dred dollars nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars, and, in default of such 
fine and costs, to imprisonment for 
three months; and, if he isa licen- 
see, to the forfelture of his lcense 
in the discretion of the court: and 
for a hird or any subsequent offence, 
to imprisonment for not fess than 
three months nor more than six 
months, In the discretion of the 
court, without option of a fine.” 
We have now 250 beer und wine 
cafes in Montreal and 260 grocers’ 
Heenses, so, It will be seen that we 
are still fairly well supplied with the 
means of quenching thirst: The 
. “Licensed to sell spirituous li- 
quors,”” still decorates many of the 
doorways of the saloons; but such 
& sign Is now Illegal, and an abortive 
effort was recently made by the po- 
lice to have all these signs removed, 
but they seemed to get weary before

Imagine an {mmense farm kitchen, 
with hardwood floor, and na few 
cheap pictures on the walls.

Under the auspices of the Trent- 

on Board of Trade, a. meeting of 

members of the board and other 
citizens was’ held in:the Town Hall, 
to hear the representative of’ the 

Canadian.City Bareau unfold their 

plan of campaign to increase the 

membership of the Board of Trade 
and ‘put new life into the activities 
of the town.

THE RELIEF DRAIN 


Oct. 6, 1919. 


Editor Ontario,— 


Please give me Sa little of your 
ne valuable space in your. paper, as I 
wish to: give my views on the work 
that.is being done in constructing 
the ‘relief drain on* Moira and Cole- 
man Sts. I feel interested in this 
work because I believe it to be one 
of the most necessary works. that 
has been undertaken. Sy the city 
for some time. 

I have heard .a great deal of 
street talk about the work and the 
way-that it Is being done, and each 
one;thinks that he could improve 
onthe method and plans. of the 
other fellow. That is always the 
way, and usually the fellow - who 
knows the least talks _ the loudest. 
But from what I have seen of it, 1 
think that it Is an excellent piece of 
work. Some claim that the centre 
wall could be dispensed with, 
~ making the whole work cost far 
Tess. Perhaps they are right, but 
would the work be just as strong 

{Zand substantial without the centre 
‘> ‘wall? If thie wall was left out the 
lower slab would have a clear span 
© of seven feet, and as the slab is 
+ only a few inches under the finished 
surface of the road, I doubt very 
much if it could be made strong 
‘= enough to carry the loads. that it 
‘will have to carry in the near future 
without expensive reinforcement 
and without increasing the thick- 
ness of the outside walls. It does not 
require very much intelligence to 
_ know that three walls will carry a 
greater welght than two, and ten, 
fifteen or even. twenty ton truck 
loads are likely to be common in the 
near future. . 
It is also claimed that there are 
openings left in the centre wail and
